It seems to us that no one can look 
over the history of the last 800 years, 
through unprejudiced spectacles, 
without being convinced that Ire- 
land has been very badly treated.

A Senator Whe 1 Protests 2 
Revitalizing a Forfeited Rail- 
road Land Grant. 

WasHIreron, May 9. 
The following letter was to-day 

written and delivered by Senator Van 
Wyck in person to the Secretary of 
the Interior: “When the order was 
made recognizing the New Orleans- 
Pacific Railroad Company’s title to 
land grants many years forfeited, I 
felt it my duty to ask your department 
to be informed ofthe progress of the 
proceedings, with a view to oppose 
any further legislation and to prevent 
further absorption of the public do- 
main by a corporation which had not 
even the semblance of legal or equit- 
able rights, and also to protect settlers 
who have been occupying and im- 
proving portions of this dead grant. 
The New Orleans, Baton Rouge & 
Vicksburg Railroad Company in 1871 
obtained a large grant, stipulating that 
said company should complete the 
whole of said road within fiye years 
from the passage of the act. The five 
years have expired and not a mile bas 
been built, not evena survey made, 
not a definite location. Their only 
act was to issue and distribute bonds 
among the parties who were intent on 
developing the country. Five years 
more pass, and the grant is doubly 
dead; not yet a mile constructed or 
definitely located. Its third act was, 
in December, 1882, to assign what it 
did not own to another railroad com- 
pany which was organized by 
the Legislature of Louisiana in 1876 to 
build a road through substantially the 
same section without expectation of 
any aid, known as th New Orleans-Pa- 
cific Co., which finally drifted into the 
hands of a syndicate who had also 
been patriotically developing the 
country, so that millions of dollars 
and millions of acres had rewarded 
their sacrifices and exertions. It be- 
came necessary for the system ef roads 
they controlled to connect with New 
Orleans. They built roads without 
assurance of aid from the Land De- 
pariment or Congress, not even filing 
a map of the definite location of any 
portion of the road. They knew only 
that Congress could vitalize a dormant 
grant. It is great presumption even 
for a railroad corporation to assume 
that this could be accomplished sim- 
ply by their fiat, and now they hope 
to forestall action by the recognition 
they have obtained from your depart- 
ment. They must have well known 
that title to these lands is not complete 
till final action by Congress. I realize 
your embarrassment when Congress 
at its last session failed to act. The 
Attorney-General had given to your 
Department, in response to a request 
from your predecessor, an opinion 
that the company had a right to said 
grant. An additional necessity for. 
this notice is that the present New 
Orleans-Pacific company are about 
issuing mortgage bonds on this for- 
teited land grant, and they naturally 
desire it legalized long enough to 
put these bonds on the market. Two 
trustees are named, one in the interest 
of the bonds issued 12 years ago; so 
the victims are to be the settlers on 
that portion of the public domain or 
purchasers of the lands. My object is 
that Congress shall not be met at the 
next session with the plea that inno- 
cent purchasers bought these bonds, 
and that they should be pro- 
tected. A patient Government has 
been delayed 13 years, and vow a few 
month’s further delay will work no 
injury. As the corporation is endeav- 
oring in this manner to utilize a dor- 
mant grant, you will allow me to make 
this public, as my purpose is to aid 
the public and prevent imposition by 
the sale of bonds secured by a for- 
teited title which may be declared 
worthless. 


Parents Leave Children at Mome 
and One is Burned to Death. 
PALMYRA, Mich, 8. 
Lyman Haveland and wife last 
night left four children alone in the 
house. Alice, the oldest, 13 years of 
age, fell asleep reading a paper, w hich 
caught fire, setting the house and her 
clothes ablaze. She ran out of doors 
and burned to death. A boy nine 
years old rescued the baby and the 
fourth child escaped. The father re- 
turned, seriously burning himself by 
rushing into the blazing house before 
he knew the children were all safe. 


Secretary Lincoln has Faith in 
Creek’s Discretion. 
WASHINGTON, May 9. 
The attention of Secretary Lincoln 
baving been called to the report that 
Crook would be in danger of court- 
martial for crossing the Mexican bor- 
der, Lineoln said: “It is perfectly ab- 
surd. I have not the slightest idea 
that Crook did anything not in ac: 
cordance with the agreement between 
Mexico and this Government.”’ 


The Civil Service Commissioners 
About te Assume Duties. 
WASHINGTON, May 9. 
The new civil service rules having 
been approved, the Commissioners 
will leave Washington in « few days 
for the purpose of putting Examining 
Boards in operation in all the large 


cities. As the provisions of the civil 
serviee bill relating to appointments 


take effect July 16th, it is essential 


| that examinations be held before that 


date. ‘Commissioners expect to 
have theil in this city in work 
ing order about the first week in June, 
and they propose that Examining 
Boards in cities will be fully estab- 
lished in time to secure an examina- 
tion of applicants for positions in the 
service some time before July 16th. 
The work has been divided so that 
each Commissioner is assigned to a 
district. Commissioner Eaton takes 
the principal eastern cities, such as 
New York, Philadelphia, and Boston. 
Commissioner Gregory is assigned to 
Chicago, Milwaukee, Buffalo, Detroit, 
Toledo and other large cities; and 
Commissioner Thoman to Cincinnati, 
St. Louis, Pittsburg, Kansas City, 
New Orleans, and other cities in the 
Southwest. Each Commissioner will 
take with him an assistant detailed 
from one of the Departments in Wash- 
ington. These assistants will be se- 
lected from among officials who have 
already served on the Examining 
Boards in the Departments here and 
who are familiar with the work. The 
Examining Boards in cities will be 
selected by the Commissioners from 
persons in service in those cities, and 
these will hold examinations not more 
than twice a year. 
An Army Paymaster Puts up 4 
Job That Didn't Work. 
SAN ANTONIO, Texas, May 9. 

Quite a sensation was created in this 
city to-day by the confession of Major 
Wasson, the paymaster alleged to have 
been robbed of $24,000 on the train 
near Fort Leavenworth, that the whole 
transaction was afraud to cover his 
short account with the government, 
Wasson is now here at headquarters 
under arrest. Having failed to obtain 
a clue to the robbers, Wasson was or- 
dered here to turn over the balance of 
funds in his hands to Chief Paymaster 
Terrell and settle his account. Exam- 
ination by Colonel Terrell exhibited a 
shortage of $5,500. Wasson confessed 
this deficit, but claimed to have made 
up the amount and being robbed of 
$4,000. He was further questioned and 
finally made a clean breast of the 
whole affair—that he had put up a job 
to cover his shortage. He was imme- 
diately placed under arrest at head- 
quarters, scantily provided with nec- 
essaries and heavily guarded by sol- 
diers. It is said his bondsmen are 
good for the indebtedness to the gov- 
ernment of $5,500. He designated the 
hiding place of the remaining $18,500, 
and officers were sent for it. A list of 
officers for a court-martial has been 
made out for the trial, which will occur 
quite soon, 


Seciety at the Capital not Sur- 
prised at Senator Fair's Divorce 
Suit. 

WASHINGTON, May 9. 
News of the divorce suit between 
Senator Fair and his wife caused little 
surprise in Washington. Fair has 
brought his wife here but once, and it 
has been rumored that they did not 
live happily. A Congressman who 
claims to know the family history 
says he was not surprised at the suit. 

He had known for along time that 

Mr. and Mrs. Fair did not live happily 

together, and he thought the Senator 

would not oppose the suit. He says 

Mrs. Fair is of a jealous disposition and 

has often accused her husband of 

infidelity. The Senator, he added, is 
willing to accept a separation on most 
any terms. When asked whether it 
might not influence Mr. Fair to resign 
his seat, the gentleman replied that he 
wouldn’t be surprised, as Fair was not 


over pleased, he thought, with his 
Senatorial life. He prefers the more 
free and easy western life. 


Saloon-Keepers Whe Decline to 
Obey a Mayor's Orders. 
MILWAUKEE, May 9. 

Mayor Stowell, who issued orders to 
close saloons at midnight and that the 
police shall not drink liquor while on 
duty, to-day received a threatening 
letter, in which it was declared that 
the saloon-keepers had decided to kill 
him if he enforced his orders. The 
letter was signed H. M.,“ the initials 
of Miller; a prominent saloon- keeper, 
who was to-day refused a license be- 
vause he would not promise to close 
at midnight and even declared operly 
his intention to violate the order. 
His frrentis say the letter was a trick 
of bis enemies to get him into disre- 
pute with the Mayor. Saloon-keepers 
almost all refuse to obey the order, and 
trouble is anticipated.
